I>r. Tint ascribed the lack

the human system, according 
to his statements. . 
"And unless the 
body is 
nurtured with proper foods," 
he said, "the system is weak- 
ened and falls easy prey to 
the germs." 
Three Germs Found. 
Dr. Tint declared

discovered three germs which 
formed »the nucleus of 
.the 
prevailing epidemic. 
He di- 
agnosed them as staphylococ- 
cus aureus, which forms car- 
buncles; streptococcus, super- 
inducing blood poisoning, and 
;vincent auglna, 
also known 
as 
cancrummoris, 
causing 
sores in the throat. The com- 
bination, he said Was offset 
by -the- diptheria anti-toxin.
